Twin-born with the federal constitution, wu s 
a political party which li.-.s proved its uncom- 
proraieing foe at every period of our national 
existence. I arraign not that party as lacking in 
patriotism; it was bat the embodiment of that lost 
of power which, having a deep lodgin -nt in the 
human heart, tu-inifests itself ra some way under 
every form of government.

They struggled wi’h th*in un- 
der the elder Adam* in defence of personal free- 
dom and the liberty of five press, and against 
those odious aud never-enougb-to-be-di- tested 
measures know n as tbe “alien and |sed.iioa 
laws '’ Later — the name of Federalists, under 
which that party rallied, having been nipjied by 
th* frostr of defeat and fallen us ;tu autumnal 
leaf to the crouud — an organization evidencing a 
like impatience under the restraints of the C* a- 
etitution, appeared upon the arena of poli- 
tic as National Rjtrcn.ic.Uis, sbeiteringtheun- 
•elves under that gigantic scheme ol au.bi- 
tiou -the “Amencan system' ' — upon which the 
Democracy seized and finally succeeded it break- 
ing in to pieces beneath their feet. Anoth-r 
wave of the wand of their brilliant leader, and 
tbe transmigratory spirit of the habitual oppo- 
nents of your principles took the body end 
witching cognomen of W high — a patriotic par- 
ty, but sadly misled as we lielieve iu their 
desire and labors for tbe tiudue aggrandizement 
of the general government. Throughout these 
mutations of name and fortune, the Democracy

pv dishes, fancy thot they behold all other kin 
dreda and tongues as lying not merely iu dark- 
ness, but in wickedness loo, and hence speak of 
them as “foreign devil*..” It was reserved for the 
American revolution to inaugurate a new era. 
The heroic spirits of that epoch, adopting the 
broad Bible doctrine that “God hath made of 
one 1‘lood all uations of men,” proclaimed in 
every way their conviction of the brotherhood 
of mankind. Hence under the impulses of a 
philanthropy bounded by no river or sea, they 
invited ibe downtrodden lovers of freedom of all 
climes to our shores. They came in multitudes, 
filling our workshops, cultivating our fields, and 
fighting with cuivalric daring upon our battle 
folds. The traitor of that revolution was an 
American born and bred. Neither Kosciusko, 
LsFayctte, DeKalb, Pulaski, Steuben, nor any 
of the other self-sacrificing strangers who for- 
saking the splendors of rank and fortune came 
to ‘water with their hlood tbe tree of our liber- 
ties,’ ever betrayed the cause to which they had 
pledged their honor. At the close of that event- 
ful struggle a law was passed admitting aliens 
to the rights of citizenship after a residence of 
two years, which by a subsequent act, signed by 
Washington, was extended to five years.

few.” whereby fine aud imprisonment wvr* visi- 
ted upon all who dared write and publish laett 
or u friuions tm-’ing to rmder tire PrcnJent or Ch,T- 
,jrnt v'xjpularf Upon the return of the De- 
tnotTac / to j*owcr under that illustrious aj>os- 
tle of human liiierty Thomas Jefferson— these 
infamous and oppressive enactments were at 
once s *-ept from the statute book, nod thef resi- 
dence rcquiml for the naturalization of foreigu- 
ers was again reduced to five years, — which has 
continued t j be the law unto this day. 

The hostility to foreigners and the doctrine of 
their unfitnefs to participate iu the management 
of our government, d isappeared with the fall of 
tbe federal party, and remained as a lost art or 
secret for upwards of fifty years, that is, until 
alter the Procidentia! election in 1852, when it 
was reproduced with uranv flourishes of trum- 
pets, as a wondrous diaooveryjust made by the 
pateut patriotism which about thai time began 
to advertise itself for the use of the A tue.L"! n 
people. Eire we have a complete explanation 
of that savage warfare upoa which we are now 
constrained to look with so much disgust and 
humiliation. Here is the fountain wbeuce all 
these bitter waters have bubbled up. The 
naturalized foreigners bad voted almost en 
mass*- the democratic ticket fir General 
Pierce; had they Supported General Scott, 
that same “love of the brogue” (you re- 
member how intense it was, ) which distinguish- 
ed that justly famous chit. tain and his Whig 
friends durimj the canvass, would undoubtedly 
have continued to this day. It is now assuniea, 
as with the enthusiasm inspired by a new reve- 
lation, that five years will not suffice to enable 
foreigners to prepare themselves for the duties of 
■elf government under cur republican system, 
and that their probation shocid be extended to 
j fourteen, or as maintained by many of the more 
“intensified” saints of the Know-Nothing church, 
to tweaty-oufe years- This position would not 
be without plausibility, were our system of gov- 
ernment at all abstruse or complicated in its char- 
acter. But it is our boast — and 1 think a just 
one — that of all systems it is the simplest, the 
most easy of comprehension — so much so that it 
may be truly said “a fool eaunot err therein,” 
If five years are sufficient to complete the edu- 
cation of a ripe scholar, enriching his mind with 
the treasures of tbe arts and science?— alike with 
the arena of earth aud with the subiimest fruits 
which tbe telescope has gathered among tbe 
stars, — should they not be sufficient to enable 
foreigners to re*d and study the federal consti- 
tution and the ex, a titutions of the States in 
which they may chance W reside, and to com- 
prehend the obligations which lue£e instruments 
impose upon them? It has ever been u.e teach- 
ing of the hereditary oppressors of mankind, 
that the mystery of government was knowledge 
too wonderful tor the people, who should con- 
tent themselves with hewing the wood which 
their task-masters burn, acd with draw ing the 
water which those task- masters drink. On the 
4th day of July, 1776, the patent to kings and 
princes to govern the world by divine right ex- 
pired, and since then, in various parts of the 
globe, the toiling masses have been simplifying 
and lowering the ancient pretensions of king- 
craft by governing themselves. The results of 
these experiments hRS been in the highest degree 
creditable to the popular intelligence, demon- 
strating theicapacity of the many, without ury 
previous efobora'p training, torule with the mod- 
eration aud wisdom so long claimed as a mo- 
nopoly for the few. Bat in addition to the 
abundant opportunities which a residence of five 
years among am! continual association with en- 
lightened freemen must afford to foreigners for 
acquainting themselves with our institutions, 
they hare ever before them that Car belter teach- 
er than precept, example— even the example of 
that noble band of native-born Americans who 
hare so kindly constituted themselves an elite 
corps of fuglemen from w r hoee movements all 
the world may now learn tbe duties of the citi- 
zen and of the patriot! What advancement in 
the science of self-govorntuent must they in 
this way have made during the memorable 
election which took place at Louisville in Au- 
gust last! -As their countrymen weltered in 
their gore around them, with what bitter hu- 
miliation, and yet with what instruction, must 
they have read in toe light of their burning 
dwellings, at once their own benighted and bru- 
talized state and the high and holy claim of 
Americans to rnle America. 

iSo much fur the theory: What are the tacts in 
its support?

ed Thomas Jefferson for the Presidency, and 
wrote and spoke and voted against John Adams, 
which is the first proof of their benighted condi- 
tion that meets the Know-Nothing readers of 
history. The crowning testimony however is, 
that after the most diligent examination of Whig 
principles and Whig practices they have been 
unable either to admire or approve that peculiar 
system of politics, and hence have ea?t in their 
lot with the Democrats. But if this be an evi- 
dence of their stupidity and inability to com- 
prehend onr republican system, are not you 
Democrats in the same category? — Nay, is not 
your position infinitely more deplorable and 
culpable too? You have for twenty, and some 
of you probably for thirty years, enjoyed oppor- 
tunities of studying the principles affirmed by 
the Whig creed, and yet, insensible to the beau- 
ties and unaffected by the profound wisdom of 
that faith, you press heedlessly and blindly to 
the ballot-box and vote the Democratic ticket. 
Should, then, so intny vials of wrath be poured 
out upon the beads of the poor foreigners, if 
tliey follow } our examples? 

The Democracy, on the other hand, have not. 
forgotten tbe cbivalric aud magnanimous men of 
other lands, who so nobly participated in the 
councils aud battles of our war of Independence. 
They remember that not only was Montgomery, 
who, at the head of the American army fell so 
gloriously at Quebec, a foreigner, but so was 
Albert Gallatin, afterwards the Vice President of 
the United States, so was that “Hercules treach- 
erously slain in tbe midst of his unfinished la- 
bors”— the renood Alexander Hamilton. They 
regard those who, under the promptings of a 
death leas love of liberty, have flung their fetters 
nto the tyrant’s face and have come to make 
their home in our midst, as neither “outside bar- 
barians” nor yet “foreign devils, but as men 
who, iu tbp 3ightof earth and heaven, deserve to 
be Freemen. Such are they who have placed 
their wives and children and fortunes, beneth the 
shelter of this republic; such are they who, bring- 
ing with tbeir strong arniB, their knowledge ot 
the arts and sciences, have felled our forests, dug 
our cauals, built our railroads, embellished our 
cities, and covered the land with monuments of 
their genius, their enterprise and their patriotism. 
To such, surrounded with tho3e guarantees of 
faithfulness to our institutions, the Democracy, 
under tbe dictates, alike of justice, philanthropy 
and of an enlightened statesmanship says from 
the heart, “be yc citizens, not serfs.” 

The other fe;itere of the Know-Nothing plat- 
form, to which I would invite your attention, 
is the proscription ot Catholics. 

The Constitution of the United States says 
“No religious test shall ever be required as a 
qualification to any office or public trust, under 
tiie Uuiied States;” and since the angelic choir 
sang “peace on earth and good will toward 
men,” to the watching shepherds of Judea, no 
words more blessed than these have fallen on 
the ears of our suffering race. The Know-Noth- 
ings declare that there shall be a religious test, 
and the question is, to which of these declara. 
lions will the judgement of the American peo- 
ple give effect in, November next? Not having 
a majority sufficient to enable them to change 
the federal Constitution to suit their purpo? ** 
and therefore unable as yet to meet their Catr.e- 
lic fellow-citizens at the door of office and drive 
them rudely away, they propose to accomplish 
tbeir aim by meeting them at the ballot-box or 
Dolls and there branding them with ducredit 
and dishonor. They thus add tbe guilt of indi- 
rection and of ft conspiracy, to that guilt insep- 
arable from every attempt at a violation of the 
fundamental law. 

Shocking as are the crimes which have been 
committed in the name of liberty, the innocent 
blood which lifts been shed in her much abused 
name, as compared with that which has flowed 
from religious persecution is but as a rill to the 
:;.*u. For centuries^ the pathway cf christianiz- 
ed Europe was lit up by the dismal glare of fag- 
gots kindled by the ministers of the Priaeo of 
Peace, around the bodies of their fellow-men. — 
The heart sickens and the eyes are blinded with 
tears in traversing this mournful field of history. 
That tbe doctrine of proscription for religion’s 
sake, so repugnant to the civilization of the nine- 
teenth century, and so abhorrent alike to the 
genius of our people and of their institutions, 
should have obtained for a single moment a foot- 
ing on the American soil — now when the worst 
despots of Europe are becoming ashamed of it — 
is “the most out extraordinary age. That the re- 
ligion of this country should be insolently 
claimed to be regulated by the clubs and stews 
of party politics, and that tbe pious sentiments 
of the Protestant churches should have been so 
far perverted and abased as to lend themselves 
to this movement of scheming and unscrupulous 
politicians, may well excite sad forebodings in 
the breasts even of those who trust most fondly 
and believe most firmly in the stability of our 
popular in3tixutivps. 

Of all the rights, of aU the possessions which 
are the objects of human passion or tiie subjects 
of human strife, there is none to which man 
clings with such unyielding tenacity as the right 
to worship the Creator according to the dictates 
of his own conscience. AU things else he may 
be tempted to surrender — of all things else the 
ruffian hand of violence may despoil him; you 
ipa, confiscate his estate, you may load him with 
chains ana cast him into dungeons; you may 
break his frail body or. the rack or burn it at 
the stake; you may make him a cowering slave 
in the presence of his fellow men, but in the 
presence of that being whose name is Love his 
spirit still is free. It is the sublime proof at once of 
the immortality and responsibility of the human 
soul, that its freedom is above and beyond the 
reach of the tyrannies of earth. As a conse- 
quence of the unspeakable preciousness of the 
rights of conscience, whenever and wherever they 
have been invaded, that invasion has been resist- 
ed with an obstinacy and desperation propor- 
tioned to the magnitude of the interests at stake 
— society has been convulsed and the career of 
the persecutor has become that of the pale horse 
and his rider as seen in the apocalyptic vision. 
Although this Upas tifee of intolerance has been 
but recently planted in our midst, it has already 
given us a foretaste of those poisonous fruits 
which in the vigor of its age it will certainly 
bear. That foretaste is found in the heart burn- 
ings, the feuds and bickerings which pervade 
families, neighborhoods and churches; it is found 
in the election riots and carnage of New Orle&us; 
but especially has it been seen in the conflagra- 
tions and bloodshed which marked the footsteps 
of the Louisville mob in last. Through- 

out the horrors of that day, the invasion and 
burning of the stores and dwellings of the foreign 
Catholic population were as indiscriminate as 
the massacre of their helpless inmates was cow- 
ardly and atrocious. If to-night you could walk 
the streets of that doomed city, your spirit’s ear 
might even now catch the yell of that demoniac 
band, as your eye in sadness met the blackened 
and crumbling walls of what were once peace- 
ful human Uabitations. There they stand — and 
may they ever thus stand — fitting memorials of 
that flame of hell which glowed in the bosoms 
of Know Nothing butchers, fiercer far than even 
the fierce flames which wrapped the homes of 
their defenceless victims. 

Let Protestants who have written so many 
volumes aud thundered from their palpits, so 
many phillipies, in denunciation of the persecu- 
tions of the Catholic cUurch, and who are contin- 
ually appealing tc European governments in 
behalf of religious toleration, tievrare h#w thev 
take up the rusty and bloody weapons which 
Rome herself has cast away. Let them not flatter 
themselves that their garments are the less defiled 
because they lead not tbeir Catholic neighbors 
to the stake. In the presence of that constitu- 
tion the shield of whose protection is alike over 
all, they have no more right to take from them 
their political privileges than they have to take 
from them their lives. Besides, the sensibilities 
of a freeman are more deeply wonnded and his 
pride more cruelly humbled by degrading him 
as lacking in patriotism and fidelity to his coun- 
try than they would be by stripping him ot his 
estate, and thristing him into the common jail. 
Movements like this have generally advanced 
with a tearful impetus, and if thjs is not arret, led 
I say to those ministers, elders and class leaders, 
who have spent their sabbaths in preaching love 
and charity to all, but have devoted the mid- 
night hours of the week to conspiracies against 
the constitutional rights of their fellow-mer.,— 
to all such I would say, in frankness and kind- 
ness too, that upon that broad and downward 
road on which you have entered, there will yet 
be sprinkled more blood than the blood of Cath- 
olics and foreigners. When you shall have 
acheived vour triumph, and tbe might of your 
chivalry shall have put the weak and the defence- 
less completely under your feet, there will yet 
remain to you a still more bitter task! Would 
you know what that task is? I lay my ear to 
the lips of the past, and it answers for me— the 
task iff devouring one another! 1 do bat echo the 
,essonf of history wbeu l assert, that if proecrip-

stitution aud from the American heart, by sug- 
gesting that Catholics owe an allegiance to the 
Pojie of Rome which necessarily renders them 
disloyal citizens. If the Know-Nothings had 
declared in their platform that all achnowleilg- 
ing civil allegiance to any foreign prince or po- 
tentate should be excluded from office, the 
Democrats with one accord would have replied 
“Amen.” It is well known however that the 
Catholics confess no such allegiance to the Pope, 
but utterly deny ife—tbeir allegiance being purely 
spiritual, aud eonateliug in neither more nor 
less than a recognition of the Roman Pontiff 
as the head of their Church, lf this relation in- 
volved any right on his part to control or inter- 
meddle with the, temporal affairs of other coun- 
tries, or anv obligation on the part of Catholics 
to consult his wishes in the form or administra- 
tion of their government, such a result would 
have long since manifested itself to all. But we 
interrogate in vain alike the past and the pre- 
sent for any such fruits, as berne by this spiritu- 
al relationship. The papal government is and 
has always been in form an al, solute monarchy, 
yet this did not prevent Charles Carroll of Car- 
rollton from signing the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, nor from aiding, with La Fayette and 
other good Catholxa iu founding this republic. 
South America contains one ot the most thoro- 
ughly Catholic populations upon the globe, yet 
with tbe exception of Brazil, from one end to the 
other of that vast country, republics alone exist. 
His spiritual allegiance to the Pope has not pre- 
vented the venerable Chief Justice Taney from 
expounding for more than twenty years the 
principles of constitutional freedom, to the ad- 
miration of bis owa countrymen and of the 
world . 

But to pass from theory to fact it must be ad- 
mitted by all that tie Pope has never in any 
way directly or indirectly, endeavored to inter- 
fere with the policy or administration of the gen- 
eral government or of the States. While the 
Catholic faith has not changed since the days of 
the revolution, and this spiritual allegiance, of 
which we hear so muck has remained the same, 
so neither has the fidelity of the Catholic citi- 
zens of the United States to the Constitution 
and laws, ever wavered. The annals of the re- 
public prove incontestably that they have never 
rebelled against its authority, or been less ar- 
dent in their devotion to republican principles 
than tbeir protestant fellow-citizens. They have 
been loyal at the ballot-box, loyal in the public 
councils, heroically loyal upon every battle-field, 
and that too, as in the Mexican war, when the 
republic was engaged in mortal combat with a 
Catholic government and a Catholic soldiery. 
Catholic sovereigns have again and again waged 
war with the Pope as a temperal prince, and 
with Catholic armies invaded his territories and 
conquered his capitol. With these facts staring 
us in the face — read and known of all men — 
are we not authorized to pronounce the aesump- 
f ion that this spiritual allegiance draws after it 
unfaithfulness to our government, to be a miser- 
able pretext, which would be pitahle for its irn- 
liecility were it not criminal for its hypoeryis? 
With the lights of history which are before the 
Know-Nothings as before us, who can believe 
that they credit the wretched calumny which 
their various platforms have propagated agaiiist 
alike the Catholics of this and of every other 
country? Be assured that it is not an alarmed 
patriotism which has sounded the tocsin now 
ringing in our ears, but a baffled vat ever vault- 
ing ambition, speculating cruelly and remorse- 
lessly speculating, upon the bigotry and upon 
the sectarian prejudices and resentments of the 
Protestent churches. Looking beyond this flim- 
sy and tattered veil which hns been hung np 
between us and the truth by those who believe 
in the infinite gullibility of the people, we see 
this monstrous organization in all its hideous 
nakedness, and hear the real language that it 
addresses to the Catholics of the United States, 
which is thD: “We, Protestants and Know 

Nothings, hold the head of our church to be in 
our congregations, synods, general assemblies 
and conferences; you hold the head of yours to 
be in the Pope of Rome; because you presume 
thus to differ with us and are in a feeble and 
seemingly unprotected minority, although we 
worship the same God and claim an interest in 
the blood of the same saviour, we have resolved 
to put the political branding-iron upon your 
brows, and notwithstanding this is the land of 
your birth and here are vour wives and children 
and homes, and every earthly interest, and not- 
withstanding your wealth fills tbe public treasu- 
ry as does ours and your right arms sustain the 
conflicts and the burdens of the republic as do 
ours, yet we have, in the wantonness of an irre- 
sponsible majority, determined to place a stigma 
upon you which shall never be effaced, aud to 
cast you out as political lepers.” There is a 
blackness of guilt, there is an intensity of atrocity 
in the character of a persecutor for religion’s 
sake, in a country like this, which all the riches 
of the languages of earth are 'too poor to ex- 
press. I wonder that au American who has 
stooped to this degradation, can ever again have 
the courage to lift his eyes to that banuer of tbe 
free, and gaze upon those stars and stripes, every 
rustle of which In the breeze proclaims in ac- 
cents sweeter than the music of the spheres. — 
“freedom of conscience to all.” 

(At thfe poimt, Mr. Holt, gave way to & rao 
tion to adjourn and was requested by a resolu- 
tion of the Asjociation to conclude his remarks at 
their next meeting, at which time he resumed 
as follows :J 

Mr. President : In compliance with the in- 
vitation so kindly given by this Association at 
its last meeting, I will now endeavor to proceed 
with the discussion in which we were then en- 
gaged. I will detain you with no declamation, 
with no appeals to those passions which the pol- 
itical questions of the day so naturally awaken 
— but will strive to be as brief as possible, say- 
ing no more than will be indespensible to render 
the legal and other aspects of the topics before 
us intelligible to all. We have to deal with facts 
stern stubborn facts, the grimness of whose reality 
and the solemnity of whose warning, admonish us 
that they should beexamined through no delusive 
prism of poetry, under the influence of no bewil- 
dering excitement, but calmly, deliberately, as 
the springs whose play may jet involve the des- 
tiny of all that is near and dear to U9 and to 
the land that we love. 

In commenting upon the Black Republican 
platform, 1 shall offer no defence of, no apology 
for slavery. To do this would be to accept a 
false issue continually obtruded upon us, but 
into the discussion of which no Democrat should 
allow himself to be drawn. The Democracy 
occupy the higher ground — the ground of the 
Constitution — that no State has a right to look 
into, with a view to their reform or control, the 
domestic institutions of the other States of this 
confederacy. Such interference, as between 
foreign nations, would be good cause of war: so 
as between the members of this Urion, it is a 
discourtesy and an aggression, which cannot be 
too promptly or too Bternly resisted. In reference 
to the view of the subject so constantly pressed 
upon our consideration by Abolitionists, I will 
make but a single remark, which is this : We 

occasionally meet with tumors on the human 
body, twining their roots so closely above, 
beneath and around the very seat of file, that 
skilful surgeons when consulted, refuse to dis- 
sect them out, fearing lest death should ensue 
upon the operation. There are also such tumors 
growing upon the body politic, and if Slavery 
be the evil that its enemies suppose, it unques- 
tionably belongs to that class. Tt presents a 
problem which has long and painfully exercised 
the brightest intellects and the noblest hearts of 
the world, and not yet have they reached its so- 
lution. Let us then beware how we turn loose 
Upon this excresence (as they term it) thus throb- 
bing with our life, the jack-knives of the phren- 
zied empirics of the North. 

It is said to be among the discoveries of mod- 
ern science, that our planet, so green and efflor- 
escent to the eye, is in fact a molten mass, on 
the thin crust of which we dwell, while volca- 
nos, seemingly in themselves so terrific, are but 
breathing apertures, through which this seething 
world of fire vomits forth its lava and its flames. 
The composition of the Black Republican party 
is not unlike this. For many years, throughout 
New England, public meetings, apparently in 
significant for their numbers, have been held, at 
which treason and abolitionism have at will 
spouted their anthemas and their threatening?; 
but deluded and lulled by the tone of the moder- 
ate men who constitute ;if 1 may so speak the 
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the soles of their feet in this enchanted stream, 
are now plunging headlong into its boiling cur- 
rent. The movement is in tbe hauds of far-see- 
ing and unscrupulous politicians, who, resolved 
to rule or ruin, have asserted principles without 
nationality and set on foot measures whose suc- 
cess, based alone on tbe triumph of sectional 
prejudice and passion, can have but one termi- 
nation, that of the aggrandizement of tbe North 
aud the absolute subinisrion of the ffoutb. I 
speak this not a? an alarmist, but because these 
and kindred facta, borne to us with lightning 
j speed every day, announce to us with tbe awe of 
a prophet’s warning, that there is at last upoc 
ns an hour of encompassiog peril, in which the 
South expects her every sen to do his duty. 

Slavery, as is well known, was planted upon 
this continent, not by Americans, but by foreign- 
ers. It grew, however, aud at the close of the 
revolutionary struggle, was found to have so 
linked itself with the very foundations of society, 
that ita extirpation was deemed by many inexpe- 
dient and unwise, by others altogether impracti- 
cable. That it was regarded with repugnance 
by a portion of the New England colonies of that 
day is undeniable ; but this sentiment fouud no 
sympathising responsefrom the eminently wise and 
patriotic men who assembled in convention for 
tbe purpose of forming a more perfect union 
among the States. If they viewed slavery as a 
great national evil, to be restrained and fin- 
finally overthrown, ‘they have left behind them 
no record of such a conviction. On the contrary, 
treating it as an existing State institution, they 
pledged to it the protection of the federal gov- 
ernment, as to other State rights and interests. — 
This pledge is found in the provision made by 
the constitution for the surrender by the States 
of fugitive slaves escaping into their borders ; it 
is yet more emphatically expressed in that re- 
markable clause which admits the slave popula- 
tion as a component element in the basis of federal 
representation * Their voice is lifted npin tbe 
national councils, not as the voice of criminals 
or outcasts, but of a constituency recognized by 
the federal compact and entitled to be heard. 

It must have been foreseen, judging from the 
past, that domestic slavery would in all proba- 
bility spread into the territory then existing, or 
which might thereafter be acquired by the nation, 
yet the founders of the government, profound in 
their wisdom and animated by a patriotism 
bounded by no geographical line, by no moun- 
tain range, made no effort to arrest or even to 
regulate this extension. They contented them- 
selves with merely declaring t hat Congress should 
have power to admit r.*w States into the Union, 
and should guarant •• :rtali tue States a republi- 
can form of government No allusion is made 
to slavery in connection with this grant of pow- 
er, still less is there found an intimation that 
Congress should have authority to impose upon 
the new States conditions or restrictions in refer- 
ence to this or any other matter of domestic con- 
cern to which the original States of the confed- 
eracy were not subject. Just the op(>osite is 
necessarily inferable from the fact that the per- 
fect equality of all the States, in the presence of 
the Constitution, is distinctly impressed through- 
out its provisions. Accordingly Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, and Mississippi were received 
into the Union as slave States withoutobjection. 
The Stars which represented them in the 
national constellation were not then deemed less 
bright because the spot of slavery was upon 
tbeir disc, nor as these youthful sovereigns 
from llie South aud West proudly entered the 
Capitol, did tha free ytate s of that day veil 
their faces as nt the approach of a defiled sis- 
terhood. In 1820, however, Missouri sought ad- 
mission as a slave State, and the sectional and fa- 
natical spirit now so rampant, showing itself 
then for the first time, resisted her admission. 
Her right to enter the confederacy was undenia- 
ble, but tbe North having a majority not to be 
resisted, and acting npoa the robbers plea that 
“they shall get who have the power,” said inso- 
lently to the South “the Union itself shall be 
dissolved rather than another slavo State shall 
lie added to it.” It was finally proposed as an 
adjustment of this question, which then convuls- 
ed the whole land, that Missouri should be re- 
ceived provided Congress would at once and for- 
ever exclude slavery from the territory lying 
North of tue parallel of 36 degrees 30 miuutt-9; 
aud the South, feeble and unable physically or 
politically to maintain her Constitutional rights, 
felt it more patriotic to submit and bide her 
time, than to provoke a collision which could 
only end ia the overthrow of the Republic. 
The South then, under the pressure of this irre- 
sistible duress, surrendered her interest in that vast 
region of country which in common honesty 
gbe had equal claim with the North to occupy 
with her property. She yielded it as yields the 
traveller his purse to tbe highwayman when the 
knife is at his throat. The enactment of Con- 
gress consumating this usurption on the one hand 
and this submission on the other, is known in 
the parlance of the day as the “Missouri Com- 
promise.” and was permitted to remain upon 
the statute book until 1854, when it was repeal- 
ed under circumstances to which Ishail present- 
ly advert.* This repeal is the theme of con- 
stant denunciation on the part of the Black Re- 
publicans, and it must be confessed that it 
has proved in their hands a most potent 
instrument of agitation. A proceeding founded 
in deep wrong to the South, and forced through 
the National legislature by what may be well 
termed moral violence, it has been their aim to 
sanctify to the popular mind as a Compact, and 
to stigmatise its repeal as a flagrant breach qf 
faith. It is edifying to note at this point the 
strange contradiction in which this position in- 
volves them. They insist in the platform on 
which they are making this canvass, that Con- 
gress has tha power and that it is its duty to 
banish slavery from all the Territories , without re- 
ference to geographical lines or the will of the 
inhabitants. The Missouri Compromise however, 
according to contemporaneous and all subseqnent 
interpretation, permitted slavery South of 36’ 30, 
and must according to the theory have been to 
this extent wrong. To be consistant therefore; 
instead of anathematising its repeal as a national 
crime, the Black Republicans] should hail it as 
having at least the negative merit of removing an 
obstacle to that congressional action which they 
so clamorously demand. 

The ground upon which the repeal of this 
celebrated act of Cougress, so inappropriately 
called a “compromise,” has been assailed, is that 
it was a solemn compact between the States of the 
South and the North which could not be can- 
celled but by the joint consent of all con- 
cerned. I deny as a legal proposition that 
it has any of the characteristics of a com- 
pact. There are certain principles of law so ob- 
viously true that it is but necessary to state them 
to secure their complete comprehension by all. 
Uf this character are the principles to which I am 
about to refer, and by which I propose testing 
the question before us. It is essential to the val- 
idity of every compact or contract, whatever be 
its nature or purpose, that there should be at 
least two parties to it. As ft consequence of this 
axiom of jurisprudence, no man can make a con- 
tract with himself, neither can any corporation 
municipal, political or otherwise make a contract 
with itself. Congress is a political corporation, 
and although consisting ot many members, is in 
the eye ct the law and the Constitution a 
unit. For this reason, while it can contract at 
pleasure with individuals, with |corporations 
and with other nations, it cannot possibly 
make a binding contract with itself. It can- 
not be pretended that this compromise was a 
compact between the Northern and Southern 
States as such. To assume this would be to vi- 
olate the truth of history, since it is well known 
that in their capacity of States they never con- 
ferred, much less covenanted together upon the 
subject. Still less can the absurd position bs 
maictalned that tbe national legislature in pass- 
ing this law, sustained tbe two fold character of 
representatives of the States in making the com- 
pact and of Congress assenting to it, so as to 
render it obligatory under the constitution. The 
judgment not only of every lawyer, but of every 
saie man must reject such an anomaly. Bnt 
even if this position could be 9upport«l, then the 
answer is that Congress was equally clothed with 
this double character in repealing as in making 
tbe compromise, and of course did not transcend 
its authority.

the republic by a geographical line, carrying 
with it necessarily fatal tendencies to a dismem- 
berment of the Union; and lastly, because it vio- 
lated that fundamental principle of popular sov- 
ereignty on which the Kansas and Nebraska bill 
rests — to wit, the right of the people of tin unites 
and Territories to regulate their own domestic insti- 
tutions. 

The principle of the Kansas and Nebraska bill 
is that “Congress shall neither legislate slavery 
into any State or territory nor out of tbe same, 
but the ]<eople shall be left fr»e to regulate their 
domestic concerns in their own wav subject only 
to the Constitution of the United States/’ The 
Black Republicans maintain and assert in their 
platform that Congress has the authority, and 
that it is its duty to legislate slavery out of all 
tbe territories of the Union, and this without any 
reference to the trill of 'heir inhabitants. Tbe De- 
mocracy deny alike the constitutionality and the 
expediency of such legislation. 

For those bora and educated under our repub- 
lican system, there is a transparency and truthful- 
ness in the doctrine held by the Democracy on 
this question which would >eem to dispense with 
all argument in its support. The right of the 
people to govern themselves is a principle which 
underlies all our institutions and has been recog- 



is lands which flash upon us as 
jewels ot the sea, and which doubt lee, in Soiao 
remote convulsion, were shaken from the brow 
of the fair land which they would again so w-U 
adorn The territory now belonging to tbe 
L rated Stales, is nearly, if not quite equal in 
area, to the thirty-one States composing the 
Union. Out of this, some twenty or more new 
.States may be formed. From all this territory, 
raid consequently from all these States, the Black 
Republicans demand that slavery shall be at 
once and forever excluded. This, it is true, 
would not quite give them three-fourths of the 
•States, and so enable them to overthrow or re- 
model the federal constitution at pleasure, but 
even this might U effected by them, through a 
division of a few of the larger free Btatea, to ac- 
complish which tbe assent of Congress and of 
the States to be divided would alone be required. 
Long, however, before such a result will be ap- 
proached, under the rule now insisted upon, 
which converts Congress into a manufactory of free 
.States, such States will have acquired a prepon- 
derance iu the councils of tbe Union, sufficient 
to overwhelm the South. During the last liny 
years, some fifteen sew States have been added 
to the U nion, and judging from the swelling tide 
ol population continually flowing westward, it 
is not unreasonable to anticipate that within tbe 
next half century an equal accession will be 
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in them, and is in no sense a derivative one. In 
those countries where men are serfs and are at- 
tached to and pass with the soil as its incidents, 
the proprietorship of that soil carries with it 
political power over its inhabitants. In our 
land, however, directly the opposite system 
prevails; men being the principal and tbe soil 
the incident, in them resides the authority to 
regulate by legislation their domestic affairs. — 
An effort has been made to parry the force 
of this doctrine of popular sovereignty, in its 
application to the proposition under discus- 
sion, by likening the relation which subsists be- 
tween the general government and the territories 
to that which obtains between a parent and hj« , 
minor children. The analogy, however, wheu 
examined, is discovered to be without founda- 
tion. The parent’s control over his minor chil- 
dren is based upon a presumed and actual disa- 
bility on their part to take care ofthemselves, aris- 
ing out of the imbecility inseparable from 
their nor-age. But sixty thousand people 
dwelling together in a territory have as 
much political sagacity and patriotism, and 
are in all respects as capable of self gov- 
ernment, as seventy-five thousand placed in 
the same circumstances, and they are exclu- 
ded from the confederacy of the State* not be- 
cause of any real ot supposed incapacity for self- 
government, but because not being sufficiently 
numerous to entitle them to a representation in 
Congress nnder the general law, to admit them 
would be to violate that equality of the States 
which tbe constitution has established and which 
it so jealously guards. That this exclusion 
from the Union proceeds upon no assumption of 
their incapacity, is manifest from the fact that 
from the beginning, w ith the assent of Congress, 
there have been organized in the territories, leg- 
islatures elected by and responsible to the peo- 
ple and excercising freely all the functions which 
belong to deliberative bodies under a popular 
form of goverumeut. 

The general government being one of limited 
powers, can rightfully exercise only snch as 
are specially delegated to it. Its authority over 
tbe territories is granted in the following words 
of the Constitution: “ Congress shall have pow- 
er to dispose of and make all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory or other pro- 
perty belonging to the United States.” This 
language must be construed in tbe presence of 
and by the light of our peculiar political system. 
The general government was created to perform 
those political functions and those only which 
could not be conveniently performed by the 
States. This is tbe theory of its foundation and 
its practice has been conformable to it. It is a 
unit, and not being protean in its shapes or 
chameleon in its views, should present the ome 
constitutional aud political aspects to all. From 
analogy then, the same necessity which is at 
once the origin and the limit of its powers in 
preference to the States, should be so likewise, 
in regard to the territories. This viaw is fortified 
by these remarkable words of the Constitoiou : 
•The powers not delegated to the United States 
by tbe Constitution, norprohibited by it to the 
States, aee reserved to the States espeetrvel j or to 
the people .” The term “people” here employed 
has clearly reference to the inhabitants of the 
territories, and in thus recognising their political 
capacity, the Constitution places them under the 
same broad shelter against federal aggression 
which the States themselves enjoy. The power 
then to regulate their domestic concerns is thus 
reserved to the people of the territories, because 
not prohibited to them and not expressly dele- 
gated to Congress. If Congress can regulate the 
relation between master and servant, so it can 
that between husband and wife, parent and 
child, guardian aud ward, and thus all the local 
legislation of the territory would be absorbed 
and engulfed by a body ignorant of its wants 
and wishes, and in which the people of the ter- 
ritory have ao voice.* This would be anti- re- 
publican, to the last degree impolitic, and a 
use.ess and wanton violation of all the analogies 
of onr popular form of irovernment. That Con- 
gress baa so viewed the matter is apparent from 
the fact that in the organization of the territories 
it has made no reference to slavery except in the 
Oregon bill, which, relating to a region North 
of 36’ 30, contained a simple re-affirmation of the 
Missouri compromise, which had not ihen been 
repealed This long-contitued non-user of the 
power, is certainly a potent argument against 
its existence. 

If a legislature chosen by the people of the 
territories can pass such laws as are required 
for the protection of their local interests, without 
invading the authority either of the States or 
of the general government, it cannot be held 
that it is “needful” such local legislation shuold 
be performed by Congress. It is true that the 
ordinance of 1787, enacted by Congress under 
the old confederation, forbade the introduction of 
slavery into the country lying west of the Ohio 
river; bat this was done, uot iu consequence ot 
any inherent power to make such inhibi- 
tion, but was purely the result of a com- 
pact between Virginia ceding and the general 
government which accepted ibe cession of the 
territory. This ordinance, which was adopted 
by the first Congress that met under the present 
constitution, and is referred to in most of the 
subsequent acts organizing territorial govern- 
ments, in its whole scope strongly supports the 
principle for which I contend. Throughout its 
enactments, the most anxious and elaborate pro- 
vision is made for & representative republican 
farm of government for the people of the territo- 
ries. All the territories since organized have 
been provided with legislatures chosen by the 
people and amenable to them, and performing 
withoutobjection, the ordinary functions of that 
branch of the law making power. Congress has 
never sought to give civil or criminal codes to 
the territories after their organization, it has not 
defined tbe rights of property, regulated matters 
of police, established or controlled tbe institu- 
tion of marriage, but has lef t all these great in- 
terests to the care and managemen t of the looal 
legislatures. Does not the institution of slavery 
stand upon precisely tbe same footing? It speuis 
to me utterly impossible to distinguish it from 
tbe other subjects of local legislation to which 1 
have referred. 

Having said thus much ia opposition to the 
right of Congrees to banish slavery from ihe ter- 
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control of the republic, not by a bare majority, 
but by a majority so decided as to be unchecked by 
any sense of reeponsiUltty . Under the shadow of 
this ever overhanging colossal power pervaded by 
the electric fires of an undying fanaticism, thx 
South would live as beneath the suspended sword 
of Damocles, or rather as one who dwells upon 
the slopes of some volcano whose heaving* and 
smothered thunders render his days heavy with 
anxiety and his nights sleepless with visions of 
horror. In tbe meantime slavery itself, with 
its rapidly increasing numbers, will|bave bier n en- 
feebled by being pent up and confined within its 
present narrow limits, and thus a government 
which took this institution to its bosom from the 
beginning, which acknowledges the subjects of U 
as a constituency, and stands pledged by the very 
compact of its own being to its protection, be- 
comes, through this gross pervsrsion of its func- 
tions, ita enemy and destroyer. Sound wisdom 
and patriotism require that the government shall 
he administered sons to keep these evei-jsrring in- 
terests of the North and South, as nearly in 
Equipoise as possible. The Black Republican*, 
contemning the compromises of the Constitution 
in which the republic had its origin, and without 
which it could not exist for a day, tolerate not 
such an equipoise, but look to and liber for a 
complete victory on the one hand and an uncon- 
ditional submission on the other. If the election 
ot s Speaker of tbe lions* of Representatives, 
has given to them soch extravagance of preten- 
sion, such arrogance ot coofiieoce, and such 
compactness of organization,* what may we not 
expect when a Black Republican shall preside in 
the White House and over both benches of the 
national legislature swayed by resistless majori- 
ties of the same party, anil when men of the 
*ame sable faith shall be seen climbing 
to the bench of the Supreme Court and swarm- 
ing in all tbe civil and military otlicee which 
are of executive appointment? ' Will a party, 
which although jet in its swaddling clothes, 
haughtily claims the right to refuse a estate 
admission into the Confederacy because 
slavery is in her Constitution, hesitate, then, 
in tbe day of its unchallenged ascendency. 

1o expel a State from the Confederacy for the 
same cause, or take upon itself the expurgation qf 
shivery jrom her code* When this period in our 
history shall have been reached, judging from 
the signs and temper of the time9, it requires no 
prophet to foresee that iu some moment of un- 
mastered passion, the North, with a cry wilder 
than ever went np from the embattled plains of 
tbe crusaders, would precipitate hjr fanatic 
hordes as an avalanche upon tbe youth, tram- 
pling down her institutions as the surf trample* 
the sea-weed upon the shore. I venture not to 
depict the fate of the extreme South- -that land 
now so full of sunshine and happin e s s under a 
ruthless invasion like this. This is a veil which 
every man can lift for himself. 1 will only say, 
Mr. President, that it is sot necessary that yon or 
I should live until that day to look upon the pic- 
ture which the South would then present. St. 
Domingo, Jamaica — these are mirrors in which, 
even while 1 speak, we may read and read dis- 
tinctly the horror* of that doom. The history 
of the first is too recent to have escaped the mem- 
ory of any; and although more than fifty years 
have passed sway, yet perhaps even now there 
may be met wandering in other landa, aged 
victims of that sanguinary convulsion in whose 
ears the screams of that night's massacre arettill 
riaging, and before whose eyes there still linger* 
the awful glare of that night’s conflagration. 
Our government, with a just estimate of what >s 
due to it* own dignity and purity, has shrunk 
from intercourse with the authorities of a land 
whose altars are red with the white man' s blood, 
while beneath the scourgings of vengeance from 
on high, that gem of the sea is rapidly becoming 
a waste. The sails of commerce so longer whiten 
her harbors, the hum of industry and of trade 
has died away in her deserted cities, her fields, 
no longer tilled, are choked with briars and with 
brambles, while upon her dwindling and brutal- 
ized population, there is fast falling the starless 
night of barbarism. 

The Know-Nothing platform censures the re- 
peal of tbe Missouri Compromise, and denoun- 
ces the present administration for the support 
which it gave to that measure. In doing this 
that party necessarily identifies itself with the 
Black Republicans, holdmg a* they do that Con- 
gests has the power to expel slavery from the ter- 
ritories. The Missouri Compromise causde this 
expulsion from a vast region of country, consti- 
tuting tbe hive from whicn future States are to 
swarm, and hence it is approved and its 
abrogation condemned by the Know-Nothings. 
Perfectly agreed ia pnescspU with the Black Re- 
publican!, they differ with them in the applica- 
tion of that principle only in this, that while 
the Black Republicans insist on excluding slave- 
ry /ram all the territories, the Know Nothings by 
a restoration of the Missouri Compromise, would 
generously allow the South to occupy the sterile 
region ot' New Mexico, out of which a single 
•lave State of tbe size of Texas might be formed 
— this beiesg the only territory ly mgl$outh k qf 36’ 30 
except tbe small district pledged by the govern- 
ment to the Indian tribes. Mr. Fillmore, how- 
ever, is shown by his antecedents to be ranch 
more ultra oa this question than even the pla i - 
form on which be has been placed With a 
frankness which does him credit, he has never 
•ought to conceal his abhorrence of slavery, o» 
his anxiety, by all possible means, to rt* train 
its future extension. It is true that the fagitive 
slave bill, pasted in obedience to tbe imperative 
requirements of the Constitution, was approved 
by him as President, hut it is said also to be true 
that this triumph of official duty over his per- 
sonal sentiments and feeliuQp, was net achieved 
without powerful promptings from without In 
hi* letter dated ‘ BuflWo, October, 16 th 1838 »» 
be declared himself “opposed to the aaoexsttou 
of Texas to this Union under any circumstances, 
so long as slates art held therein .”
